GI¥EN DISTINCTION

T 18 not quite correct to atate il
Irofessor  Fdward €. Pickering
tHiector of the Huryard University
Obgervatory, who has jukt recelved
the Frussian Order of Merit, s to-day
the only Americen knlght of that Lody,
and It is equally erroncous to state
thut  tha late  Professor Alexander
Agassly apd Newcdinb, were thes only
Americans to hu Vecelved this dis-
